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REMARKS 

The current response is a REVISED response that has been filed to address the Notice of 
Non-compliant Amendment mailed on June 14, 2005. The revisions are unsubstantial and 
merely place each section of the amendment on a separate sheet as required by 37 C.F.R. § 
1.121(h). 

Claims 1-93 have been previously canceled. Claim 94-183 currently remain pending. 
Claims 94, 101, 105, 108, 110, 117, 122, 125, 127, and 131 have been amended. New claims 
135-183 have been added. Now new matter has been added as all the amendments and new 
claims have ample support through out the specification as well as the figures. The numbered 
paragraphs correspond to the Examiner's numbered paragraphs. 

1 72. The language that is the basis of the rejection has been deleted, even though the 
applicants respectfully disagree with the Examiner. Regardless, to move the case towards 
allowance, the claims have been amended. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

374. Again, although the applicants respectfully disagree and find the rejection not 
appropriate, the language has been amended since the applicants simply wish to move this case 
forward towards allowance. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

576. A terminal disclaimer is co-filed herewith. Applicants kindly request removal of 
the rejection and allowance of the claims. 

Additionally, claims 102 and 1 18 have been withdrawn from consideration based on the 
restriction requirement provided by the Examiner. Since the generic claims on which claims 102 
and 1 1 8 depend from is now believed to be allowable, reconsideration and allowance of 
dependent claims 102 and 1 18 is respectfully requested.
